Majority of responses 
to poll show interest 
in university project

Results from a recent University 
Enterprises Inc. survey indicates strong 
support for the University Village on 
Ramona Avenue — a housing develop- 
ment that Sacramento State would sell 
or rent to faculty and staff at below- 
market rates. 

The poll, which received 551 
responses from 2,860 solicitations, 
revealed that 18 percent of faculty and 
staff survey respondents wanted to 
reserve a spot immediately, and 70 per- 
cent expressed interest. 

The survey was conducted to help 
guide development of university- 
owned land that sits less than one mile 
south of campus, and was formerly 
used by the California Youth Authority. 

Because of the high cost of housing 
in California, and the pay scales of the 
UC and CSU systems, several educa- 
tional institutions are investing in this 
type of housing in order to help attract 
and retain faculty and staff. 

Director of Project and Resource 
Development for University 
Enterprises Inc., Lisa R. Hall, said the 
land parcel, which is bordered by 
Folsom Boulevard and Power Inn 
Road, should provide 500 housing 
units — most likely single-family 
homes, duplexes, townhouses and con- 
dominiums. 

Hall said that it is too soon to pre- 
dict when breaking ground will occur 
at the Ramona Avenue site, but that the 
first occupants are expected to move in 
during 2009. 

Assistant professor for the 
Communications Studies Department 
David Zuckerman said that the 
University Village project encourages 
him to stay at Sac State. 

“My wife and I can’t really have 
anymore kids until we can live in a 
place big enough,” he said. “If that 
place isn’t here, and without affordable 
faculty housing it likely won’t be, then 
it will have to be some place other than 
Sacramento I’m afraid.” 

According to the survey, 83 percent 
of respondents prefer homes between 
1,200 and 2,600 square feet. However, 
Hall said such details will not be deter- 
mined until after a developer is select- 
ed, which is the next step in the 
process. 

Professor Ernest G. Olson, of the 
Recreation and Leisure Studies 
Department, said he generally supports 
the affordable housing concept, but 
sees a potential drawback to it.

Fee freeze would 
be the first since 
2001-02 budget

Christmas came a little late for 
many of California’s public university 
students when Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger announced on Dec. 
28 that the proposed student fee 
increases for the 2006-07 budget 
would be eliminated, pending the 
Legislature’s June budget vote. 


In his new budget proposal, 
which was announced Jan. 10, the 
governor froze the fee increase by 
using state revenue to delay the 8 
percent increase for undergraduates 
and the 10 percent increase for grad- 
uate students. The freeze would mark 
the first time student fees would 
remain unchanged since the 2001-02 
budget. 

The increases were passed by the 
Board of Trustees in October as a 
part of the compact, or handshake 
deal, made with the governor to 
increase student fees for three years 
starting in September 2004, accord- 
ing to the CSU Web site. 


The governor’s budget for this 
year will supply the University of 
California, California State 
University and Cal Grant systems 
with $141.3 million. This money will 
compensate the college systems for 
the funds that would have been made 
by the fee increases. 

According to an overview of the 
budget by the Legislative Analyst’s 
Office, California’s non-partisan fis- 
cal adviser, the CSU system will 
receive $54.4 million, which will 
allow the CSU undergraduate fee to 
remain at $2,520 per year and not go 
up $204 — thereby leaving the yearly

Sac State athletic director drawbacks of 
Terry Wanless said the new banning booze 
policy only affects football at-Sac State 
events on campus. “Alcohol — fgotball games 
will no longer be sold at home 
football games,” he said. 

Several of the 23 CSU campuses have contracts for 
the sale of alcohol and will be able to fulfill those con- 
tracts, with some restrictions. According to the press 
release, new guidelines for alcohol sales will require 
schools to comply with state laws. 

All campuses are required to provide adequate train- 
ing for alcohol servers, limit the number of alcohol bev- 
erages per purchase and institute a stop time for sales. In 
addition, schools cannot market alcohol in manners that 
indicate abuse. 

Alexis Carmal, a junior communications major, said 
that the banning of alcohol at sporting events is both 
good and bad.

Rock throwing 
suspects now 
face 18 felonies

Two former Sacramento State football players 
accused of throwing rocks at oncoming vehicles are due 
back in court Feb. 9 after an Amador County court judge 
postponed their Jan. 5 hearing because of an amended 
complaint. 

Brendan “Bo” DeLapp, 19, and Westy Guill, 18, 
now face 18 felony counts and eight misdemeanors after 
a Nov. 9 incident on Highway 16 that left one man, 
Parish Compton, with serious injuries to his head and 
face. 

At the Jan. 5 hearing, Amador County District 
Attorney Todd Riebe had said the county was “taking a 
look at additional charges based on developing evi- 
dence” and has found eight more acts of vandalism. 

The additional four counts of felony vandalism (over 
$400 worth of damage) and four more counts of misde- 
meanor vandalism (under $400 worth of damage) were 
added to the charges at the Amador County Courthouse. 

DeLapp was a freshman offensive lineman but vol- 
untarily withdrew from the football program in 
September for personal reasons, according to head 
coach Steve Mooshagian. According to The Sacramento 
Bee, he returned home to Fresno earlier this season to 
play on a junior college team.

Protesters’ 
message 
countered 
by group 


Church goers call 
racism and sodomy 
a sin, while campus 
group retorts

Sacramento State students came 
back on campus after the winter 
break to find a father and son from 
the Church of the Divide near 
Placerville protesting against 
racism and sodomy in the name of 
Martin Luther King Jr., on Monday. 

Dick Otterstad, and his son, 
Luke Otterstad, began protesting at 
7:30 a.m. to “remember the legacy 
of Martin Luther King as a 
Christian minister who fought 
against the sin of racism in his 
time.” 

The pair stated that they were 
fighting against racism and sodomy 
because it is morally wrong and sin- 
ful. 

Three hours after the protest 
began active members of the Queer 
Straight Alliance came out to speak 
their minds. 

The alliance stated that they had 
to come out to “stick up for them- 
selves,” and that the use of Martin 
Luther King’s name to fight against 

- sodomy is “terrible.” 

Graduating senior Andria Giorgi 
said that protesters like the 
Otterstads tie a situation like 
“racism,” which is not acceptable in 
today’s society into another situa- 
tion that they want to be not accept- 
able like homosexuality. 

“They are using a symbol of 
acceptance and anti-prejudice to 
promote their own prejudices,” 
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Dick Otterstad, above, joined his son to voice their 
views on racism and sodomy in the library quad. Soon 
after, student Macie Klumper reacts by coming out to 
respond with her own sign that was pro-gay. 


Giorgi said. 

Dick said that the correlation 
between racism and sodomy is that 
they are morally wrong and sinful, 
and would be fought against by a 
Christian minister like King, not 
because it is socially unacceptable. 

Both parties protested peaceful- 
ly side by side. “(They’re) fine,” 
Dick said about the opposing party. 


“That’s the beauty of the United 
States. (You can have a) peaceful 
dialogue and debate,” he continued. 

“Everyone has the right to their 
own opinion,” Giorgi said. “We just 
want to make sure our voice is 
heard.”

Casperweb to faze out starting 


Sac State looks to add Peoplesoft 
by summer; 10 CSU campuses 
are already running the software

In 1996 Fresno State University joined three other 
California State University campuses in piloting the 
student administration portion of Peoplesoft — the 
same web-based application set to unseat Casperweb 
and to change the face of student information at 
Sacramento State in waves, beginning August 2006. 

In order to streamline software and increase cam- 
pus communication, the Chancellor’s Office contract- 
ed the software vendor Peoplesoft owned by Oracle — 
the worldwide database giant — to begin a CSU-wide 
Common Management System initiative overhaul in 
1998, which prompted schools to use the basic finan- 


cial, human resource and student systems by a 2008 


deadline. 

Most CSUs, including Sac State, are now using the 
Peoplesoft human resource and financial applications, 
while only 10 universities — including Chico State, 
San Jose State, Sonoma State University and Cal State 
Northridge — now have the student administration por- 
tion up and running. 

The student administration system is set to 
improve accessibility, increase degree audit capabili- 
ties, better faculty advising and streamline admissions, 
according to Sac State’s management systems Web 
site. 

Rafael Solis, professor of information systems and 
director of the MBA program at Fresno State, headed 
the student administration application of the project 
three years ago. 

Solis said although the transition from Fresno 
State’s old wire-connected program to Peoplesoft’s 





24-hour Internet software met barriers along the way 
— like a bumpy transition, criticism from faculty and 
an expensive price tag of $5.4 million — he said the 
transition outweighed the setbacks because the system 
has allowed for students, faculty and staff to work in a 
centralized environment. 

“Tt empowers everyone in some sense,” Solis 
said. 

Solis praised the student portals — the self-service 
access capability of the system — that allow Fresno 
students to login to the system and browse their 
grades, e-mail account and class schedule from any 
place in the world at any time of day. The portal 
component is an optional add-on that Sac State will 
also implement, said Jeanette Norton, management 
systems project director at Sac State. 

“With the portals, students see everything — it’s 
like the front end in between the students and all 
other resources.” Solis said. 

Although the management initiative has received 
praise, the project was scrutinized by California 
media after a report was published by the California 
Bureau of State Audits in March 2003, which criti- 
cized the Peoplesoft implementation for using near- 
ly $220 million more than planned ($662 million 
total), overlooking conflicts of interest and having 
security glitches, according to Eduventures, an edu- 
cational markets service company. 

Because more people can access the system, 
Solis said the only security concerns at Fresno State 
stem from lost passwords. Solis likened it to the risk 
of leaving an ATM pin number out — the database 
system is very secure, and the only way to crack the 
system is to gain access. 

Solis said criticism was expected for such a large 
undertaking, and that the audit found no money mis- 
use — the money overuse was because of operating 
expenditures and not because of start-up expendi- 
tures. 

“Always people are reluctant to change, but after

three years it [Peoplesoft] is welcomed,” Solis said. 

Sac State Faculty Senate Chair Cristy Jensen said 
that local and statewide faculty have expressed crit- 
icism of the Peoplesoft implementation because of 
worries that the costs associated may affect the 
instructional budget. 

“There are faculty who think the entire CMS 
project is unnecessary and wasteful,” Jensen said. “I 
think the concern is more about the cost versus ben- 
efits of the system and the expense at a time when 
student fees are rising, and class sizes are growing.” 

Rafael Fornillos, a junior at San Jose State 
University, has been using the student administra- 
tion aspect of the web-based software for some 
semesters now. While Fornillos agrees that the 24- 
hours a day accessibility is a perk of the program, he 
also points to several downfalls of the software sys- 
tem. 


in August 


“Every now and then the system has a problem, 
four out of 10 times I have had trouble with login,” 
Fornillos said. 

Admissions and Advisement Lead for the student 
system at Sonoma State Leo Alvillar said one great 
perk of the student application is that it replaced dif- 
ferent disconnected systems with one cohesive one. 

Sonoma State student and history major Willie 
Martin said the ability to check his GPA and sched- 
ule at a moment’s notice is what he likes about the 
student web-based system. 

“TJ like it — I have no beef with Peoplesoft,” 
Martin said. “It’s really fast, the minute I choose my 
class, they show up on my schedule. It’s very quick 
and very painless.” 

John Tarjan, CSU, Bakersfield business manage- 
ment and marketing professor, said the student 
administration program implementation has been 
the most controversial Peoplesoft conversion so far. 
Like Sac State, CSUB is in the middle of imple- 
menting the student administration component. 

“The major cost of implementing is not licensing 
the program, but rather inputting the data, running 
systems, hiring consultants, and training people,” 
said Tarjan. 

Sac State’s move to Peoplesoft will be mainly 
evident in the look and feel of the Web site’s portal, 
Norton said. 

The student administration portion of Peoplesoft 
will be implemented at Sac State through stages in 
accordance with the academic calendar, beginning 
in August 2006, with the course catalog; class 
schedule and admissions will follow in October 
2006; financial aid in March 2007; registration in 
May 2007; student financial aid in June 2007; and 
finally academic advising in October 2007.

“An assistant professor at Sac State is 
salaried at around $50,000 and such a low 
salary makes it impossible to afford decent 
housing,” he said. In the survey, around 35 
percent indicated that they earned less than 
$54,999. 
However, Olson added that young fac- 
ulty might teach only a short time at Sac 
_ State until finding a job at a university that 
pays a respectable salary — possibly creat- 
ing a new class of road scholars. 
Psychology professor George Parrott 
said he understands why new professors 
- would be tempted to leave Sac State early

in their careers. 

“Since I bought my house in 1969, 
salaries have increased only three-fold, 
while housing costs are sixteen-times high- 
er,” he said. “So this housing complex 
would be a huge jewel for the university.” 

Parrott, who recently was on the hiring 
committee for his department, said retain- 
ing and attracting faculty will become eas- 
ier at Sac State once the University Village 
— which is expected to have a shuttle to 
campus, affordable child care and retail 
stores — is available. 

Nevertheless, Parrott said the reluc- 
tance of state universities to increase 


salaries across the board is probably fuel- 
ing the recent surge in university-headed 
housing construction. 

Other public universities participating 
in this trend are UC Davis, UC Irvine, CSU 
Stanislaus and CSU Monterey Bay — the 
site where Sac State will visit to study its 
housing complex in the coming weeks, 
Hall said. 

Monterey Bay’s housing development, 
situated on the old Fort Ord military base, 
has 700 houses that it rents to faculty and 
staff, and 66 units that are employee- 
owned, said Niraj Dangoria, associate vice 
president of campus development and

operations at Monterey. 

Dangoria said that there aren’t any 
vacancies in the housing, and that the uni- 
versity is building new market-style hous- 
ing for ownership, rather than converting 
smaller military-style housing, as was done 
in the past. 

The possibility of owning a house for 
up to 50 percent less than area market 
prices have increased CSU Monterey 
Bay’s ability to entice and keep quality fac- 
ulty and staff, Dangoria said. He cited a 
waiting list of 150 people as proof of the 
success and value of the program. 

Should demand ever out pace the new 


housing accommodations at Sacramento 
State, the university will have to determine 
the criteria used to prioritize access, Hall 
said. 

In addition to e-mail updates sent to 
interested survey respondents, Hall antici- 
pates forming focus groups to gather fur- 
ther campus input during the progression 
of the University Village project.

Sacramento State student fee at 
$3,072 (the $552 difference is the 
Sac State fee). Such undergraduate 
student fees make up about one- 
third of total tuition costs. The 
graduate fee will not increase 
$312, but will stay an average of 
$3,746. 

The UC system will get $75 
million, which will allow under- 
graduate fees to stay at an average 
of $6,141 instead of rising $492, 
according to the analyst’s office. 
The graduate student fees, instead 
of increasing $690, will remain at 
about $6,897. 

$11.9 million will be going 
towards the Cal Grant scholarship 
program, a state scholarship fund 
that mostly benefits private 
schools and lower-income stu- 
dents. The maximum amount of 
money that incoming freshmen 
can receive has been increased 
from $8,322 to $9,708. According 
to the analyst overview, this $11.9 
million will offset an earlier reduc- 
tion to the Cal Grant awards. 

Director of higher education at 
the analyst’s office Steve Boilard 
said the tuition increases would 
have generated $54.4 million. 

“The CSU General Fund is cur- 
rently at $2.6 billion and with the 
budget proposal, the fund would 
increase by 6.9 percent, or $178 
million,” Boilard said. 

“T want to take advantage of 
our economic recovery and help 
the students,” said Gov. 
Schwarzenegger in a Jan. 18 press 
conference. “They should share in 
the California comeback as much 
as anyone. The budget I submitted 
last week commits an extra $130 
million to both the UC and CSU 
budgets so that after four years of 
fee increases, this fall students 
won’t have to pay a penny more, 
to learn at these great institutions.” 

According to Suzanne Green, 
associate vice president of finan- 
cial services at Sac State, the CSU

Board of Trustees has already 
approved the 8 percent tuition 
increase. If the Legislature in June 
does not approve the fee freeze in 
the governor’s budget proposal, 
then students will have to pay 
more for tuition this fall semester. 

In a Jan. 10 press release, 


Charles Reed, the chancellor of 


the CSU system, said, “The elimi- 
nation of the fee increase provides 
financial relief to middle-class stu- 
dents, affording them more time to 
study and less time working to pay 
for the additional fee increase.” 

Goy. Schwarzenegger’s budget 
has already received support from 
college student associations. 

“Tt’s important for students to 
keep up with this issue because it’s 
not a done-deal, only a budget pro- 
posal that has to go through the 
Legislature,” said Jennifer Reimer, 


the president of the California 
State Student Association. “I think 
the reaction from administration 
will be positive because budgets 
for campuses won’t be cut to off- 
set the fee freeze.” 

Anu Joshi, the president of the 
University of California State 
Association, said, “Gov. 
Schwarzenegger’s budget propos- 
al is a victory for accessing 
affordable education. 

“The governor made a great 
first step for ‘06 and ‘07; we hope 
that he will keep the fee freeze in 
effect if he is reelected.” 

Said Frank Whitlatch, associate 
vice president for public affairs: 
“This is good news for students. 
This will allow them more to 
spend, more time for education 
and less time on how to pay for 
(education).

“In general, the governor, the 
CSU chancellor and the entire 
CSU system are really doing all 
they can to maintain the accessi- 
bility and quality of the system.” 

Cecil Canton, criminal justice 
professor and Sac State California 
Faculty Association chapter presi- 
dent, expressed a different view 
about the new budget. Canton said 
that the governor’s budget propos- 
al is “an attempt to get students 
back in the fold.” 

He predicts that if the fee 
increase does not come this year, 
than it may come next year, only 
higher. 

“This is just a political move by 
the governor,” Canton said. 

Government professor Jean 
Torcom said that it’s a nice break 
for current students, but it’s unfair 
because the fee structure has no 





consistency. 

Associated Students Inc. 
President Angel Barajas also 
warns students to be “very cau- 
tious.” 

“It’s great to cancel the tuition 
fees, but students should look for 
the political move of the gover- 
nor,” Barajas said. “This is a small 
victory for students, but it 
involved a lot of factors.” 

If the governor’s budget passes 
Legislature approval in June, this 
will freeze fee rates for one year, 
beginning fall semester. As of 
press time, it is unknown what the 
governor proposes to do regarding 
student fees in 2007.

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New bookstore construction 
might begin summer 2007

As soon as July 2007 Sacramento State students will 
have a new-edition bookstore to look forward to. 
Construction was supposed to’ commence in early 
January, but was delayed because of recent budget cuts, 
-according to director of project and resource develop- 
ment Lisa Hall. 

In order to remain within budget, alterations to the 
original project’s design have to be made by Follett 
Higher Education Group, which will act as the book- 
store's operational managers. 

Bids for the project’s contractor began Jan. 18, said 


The bookstore, which is modeled after the book- 
stores at Stanford and UC Berkeley, will be constructed 
on what is now a faculty parking lot, adjacent to Parking 
Structure II. 

The current bookstore will possibly be converted 
into administrative and academic offices, Altier said. He 
also noted that ultimately the building will be made into 
a food court when Riverfront Center, one of the oldest 
structures on campus, is taken down. 

The new bookstore will have one small restaurant 
and a coffee shop — Altier said it is likely that Java City 
will occupy the coffee shop space since Sac State has a 
long-standing contract with the company. Altier said he

focus on the pressing issues of academics 
and facilities when he arrived. 

The elements of facilities and superior 
academics go hand-in-hand with the presi- 
dent’s goals of having a destination campus, 
Brown said. 

“Tf you are looking at our older build- 
ings, if you are looking at the space needs in 
terms of classrooms, all of those affect the 
quality of education,” Brown said. 

Brown said that new adjustments to help 
students include a push to increase student 
graduation rates, an investment in more effi- 
cient advising — including a new Web-based 
degree map program called DegreeQuest, 
which helps students better manage their 
class planning in accordance with their 
major — and more attention focused on 
retention and recruitment issues. 

“You'll certainly see a more visible focus 
on programs that support instruction; pro- 







grams that support faculty development,” 
Brown said. “‘All those things that enhance 
student learning, you’re just going to see a 
refocus and an emphasis more so than ever.” 
Brown said Destination 2010’s long- 
term goals would make for a more welcom- 
ing campus — like the plans to build a 
Recreation/Wellness/Events Center. 
Sacramento State is also looking to 


acquire more faculty by hiring 30 new fac- - 


ulty members, Brown said. 

‘ASI Vice President of Academic Affairs 
Oscar Mendoza said he liked the president’s 
idea of more active academic programs on 
campus. 

“The space program shows progress of 
where the campus is at,” Mendoza said. 

Mendoza said Gonzalez’s academic mis- 
sion has stayed the same, and said he 
thought the address was made with stu- 
dents’ concerns in mind.

FEE FREEZE MAY 
Not BE SO COOL 


ver the last few years, undergraduate student 

fees at Sacramento State have increased from 

$1,887 a year in 2001-02 to $3,164 for 2005- 
06. Similar increases have been seen in graduate stu- 
dent fees. These increases have drained student pock- 
etbooks and have forced some students to leave the 
university. 

The fee increases have finally been stopped. For the 
2006 budget, the Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger has 
proposed to freeze the fee increases for the public 
universities in California. 

However, how long would this reprieve from in- 
creasing fees last? Have students seen the last of the 
large, foreign hand in their wallets that has been tak- 
ing a large chunk out of their income? 

Maybe. Maybe not. 

Is this lack of an increase a one year only special 
deal? Would fees double next year to make up for 
the lack of an increase this year? Is this just a ruse to 
hide an upcoming fee hike the likes of which stu- 
dents have never seen? 

Maybe. Maybe not. Students should hope not. 

Is this just a public relations plug for a governor who 
has been hounded for breaking his promises to edu- 
cation? 

No one knows. 

Cecil Canton, the president of the California Fac- 
ulty Association chapter on campus, says that the lack 
of a fee increase alone is not enough. He says that is- 
sues such as faculty salary and teacher/student ratios 


should be focused on. 

Would this lack of a fee increase possibly bring 
about those changes? Would it affect funding on cam- 
pus for the coming year? Are students celebrating a 
change that might be a curse as much as a blessing? 

Will the change even exist? 

According to Suzanne Green, the associate vice 
president of Financial Services, the “fee freeze” might 
not even go through. 

The lack of a fee increase was proposed by the 
governor but might not be approved by the legislature. 
If the legislature does approve of the new funding, there 
will be no fee increase and, according to Green, hope- 
fully no change in Sac State’s financial bottom line. 

If the legislature does not approve the additional 
state funding for the universities, the CSU Trustees 
have a fee increase waiting for students. 

Will the legislature approve more funding for 
universities, enabling students to use more of 
their hard-earned money for daily life? Or will 
the fee increase that the trustees have waiting in 
the wings take effect? If the funding does come 
through, will the legislature cut something else 
somewhere else that will adversely affect 
students? 

No one will know until June or July. 

However, one thing is for certain: The lack of 
a fee increase this year would probably be 
pretty sweet.

s there any question that Judge Samuel 

Alito presents a danger to a woman’s 

onstitutional right to privacy? 
Confirming Samuel Alito to the highest 
court in the land will change the face of jus- 
tice in America. 

He would replace Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor who was a key moderate conser- 


' vative and the swing vote in many cases; 


replacing her with an ultra-conservative ide- 
ologue will unhinge balance in the court and 
may doom the fundamental right to privacy 





the constitution has guaranteed us all. With 
a long judicial track record of hostility 
toward women’s rights, privacy rights and 
civil rights, it is undeniable that if given the 
chance he will continue his assault on the 
American people. In a 1985 federal job 
application, Alito stated that “the 


Constitution does not protect the night to an 
abortion,’ and provided an outline for a 
legal and political strategy to overturn Roe 
v. Wade. 

That is why there is no question — for 
Planned Parenthood and myself — that Judge 
Alito should not be confirmed for a life-time 
appointment to the Supreme Court. 

If confirmed to the Supreme Court, 
Judge Samuel Alito will undoubtedly dis- 
mantle women’s constitutional right to 
health and safety. While serving as a feder- 
al judge on the Third Circuit Court of 
Appeals he was the lone dissenter in the case 
of Planned Parenthood of Southeastern 
Pennsylvania v. Casey, voting to uphold the 


state’s spousal notification requirement for 
abortions. [f left up to Judge Alito, women 
in Pennsylvania would be required to notify 
their husbands before obtaining an abortion, 
placing many of them at risk for abuse or 
even death. In his ruling Alito stated that 
“perceived problems — such as economic 
constraints, future plans, or the husbands’ 
previously expressed opposition — that 
may be obviated by discussion prior to the 
abortion.” 

A position that disregards the danger 
women face and in writing, Alito shows that 
protecting the most vulnerable women and 
guaranteeing their health and safety is not 
his priority. 


Is this the kind of person we want in one 
of the most powerful and influential posi- 
tions in the nation? I don’t think so. 

American’s today overwhelmingly sup- 
port a women’s right to choose and con- 
firming Judge Alito would jeopardize that 
right. With the evidence so strong against 
him it is no surprise that the nomination of 
the right-wing judge is so troubling to 
Planned Parenthood and Americans across 
the nation. 

We want a Supreme Court justice who 
will uphold the previous Supreme Court 
decisions that have allowed Americans the 
right to make private choices about child- 
bearing without government interference.

The University Union began 
receiving a slight makeover with 
the addition of 150 seats at the 
Union’s east entrance. 

Along the walkway of the 
entrance, the left side if entering the 
Union from Parking Structure II, 
C&C Construction Inc. began 
removing planters last week to 
make room for the addition. 

The project will be divided into 
two phases. 

The first phase, which will take 
six to eight weeks to complete, will 
add 75 seats along the walkway. 

Wooden trellises covered with 


Overhead heating to keep stu- 
dents warm during the colder 
months will be installed. 

The second phase, which will 
take eight to ten weeks to complete, 
is the expansion of the current out- 
door seating — which will add 
another 75 seats. 

The heating system will be 
powered by natural gas and will be 
regulated by thermostats. 

This project was originally set 
to begin in late October 2005, but 
was delayed. 

“Bids for this project came in 
too high,” said Don Tucker, the 
assistant director of operations at 
the University Union. According to 
Tucker, they recently received bids 


C&C Construction Inc. agreed 
to remodel the seating along the 
walkway for $161,000. But they 
lost the bid for the expansion of the 
current outdoor seating to 
Landmark Construction, who was 
willing to do the job for $282,000. 

Tucker assured that no new fees 
would be placed on students to pay 
for this renovation. 

“This entire project is being paid 
for by existing fees,” Tucker said. 

For the most part, students are 
giving the project the thumbs up. 

“That sounds nice,” said Tyler 
Hanrion, a junior business major. “It 
would be good for eating outside, 
even in the winter.”

Continued from A1 
awareness, but it will cost the schools 
in revenue,” she said.

“The policy will probably hurt

Guill, also a freshman, was taking a medical redshirt this 
past season; he was suspended from the team in late October for 
missing Classes and being late to a variety of team functions. 

Amador County District Attorney Todd Riebe said that the 
defendant’s attorney had originally asked for a bail reduction 
but was denied during a hearing. 

The judge denied the bail reduction out of concern for pub- 
lic safety based on the seriousness of the offense and the injuries 
that occurred to the victim, Riebe said. 

Riebe said the judge was not concerned with the men being 
a flight risk since they turned themselves in on Nov. 28 after the 
warrant for their arrest was issued. They are due back in court 
on Jan. 5. 

“Tf they had so much remorse, the time to show it would 
have been after Compton’s car crashed,” Riebe said. “They did- 
n’t go back and assist the victim or call 911; in fact, they con: 
tinued to throw rocks.”

“We’re looking into it. It looks like these boys will be 
through the criminal process,” Varlotta said. From there, 
Varlotta said she’ll work with her colleagues to see if a univer-

n order to be successful in any type of 

basketball, you need a strong starting 
lineup. It’s no secret. Luckily Sac State 
has a good starting lineup. Alex Bausley 
will hold down the inside, D-Free will be 
the outside gunner and Jason Harris will 
run the whole show effectively enough 
to win games. However, what it takes in 
order to talk tourney will be the bench 
and the 3-pointers line. 

During Harris’ absence freshman 
Loren Leath burst onto the scene as a go- 
to guy. Leath is fourth on the team in scor- 
ing at 11.2 points per game and is tied for 
the team lead with 35 deep balls. Every 
team with dreams of the NCAA Tourna- 
ment has to have someone on the bench 
who can come in and infuse some energy.

Maybe for the Hornets Leath can be that 
guy. 
The bottom line is if the Hornets are 
going to beat the likes of Montana in the 
Big Sky tournament they have to be able 
to hit the three. So far this season the Hor- 
nets have made 63 more threes than their 
opponents while attempting 150 more. In 
their 13 wins so far the Hornets are mak- 


ing their threes at a 38 percent clip which 
is very impressive.

ason Harris is the key to the Hornets 

winning the Big Sky Conference tour- 
nament. Harris returned to score 21 points 
Saturday against Montana after being ac- 
ademically ineligible for five games. The 
leading scorer’s presence on the court im- 
mediately boosts the team’s credibility 
leading up to the tournament. 

However, it’s the team’s chemistry that 
will be tested over the final eight games 
leading into the Big Sky tournament. The 
Hornets were 9-5 before Harris left the 
team. During Harris’ absence the Hor- 
nets got off to a 4-1 conference record, 
due in large part to the play of their bench.

Performers will be scored on the 
actors’ understanding of the piece, voice 
and diction, pace and rhythm, movement 
and pressure, ensemble and total effect. 

“The actors must show that they 
understand the environment and world of 
the scene that they perform,” Adams said. 

Awards will include the best of each 
category, the most improved for two per- 
son scenes, monologues, and musical the- 
ater; original script awards for two person 
scenes, monologues and one act plays. 

“Each participant will receive a certifi- 
cate of participation in the festival and 
what their scores are,’’ Adams said. “There 
will be an awards ceremony on Sunday 
where medals, plaques and trophies will 
be given out for different categories.” 

These judges also offer workshops to 
the participants in order to sharpen their 
acting skills and to improve their own 
original plays. 

Workshops being offered throughout 
the weekend include: playwriting, acting 
for musical theater, audition techniques 
and Broadway dance. 

“We are offering 10 workshops this 
year, Adams said. 

The workshops will give the perform- 
ers the chance to improve their pieces and 
to re-perform on Sunday for a chance to 
receive the most improved award. 

“Only those who perform mono- 
logues, two person scenes and musical 
theater may perform again, since there

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Cyber cafe brings out 
the social side of gamers

The revolution may not be tele- 
vised. It might take place in a dimly 
lit, small room of 30 powerful, net- 
worked computers. 

Inside eChannel PC Center, 
overhead lights partner with the 
glow of 19-inch ViewSonic com- 
puter monitors. Trance music plays 
through a large speaker beside the 
counter. A group of users sit in 
comfy black chairs collected near 
the door. Another person sits alone 
playing a strategy game. Two seats 
down, a woman looks around the 
online social networking service 
MySpace. 

For a couple of dollars an hour, 
anyone can come to this cyber café 
at 2996 Freeport Blvd. to play 
video games over a high-speed 
local access network. Consumers, 
however, say that the draw isn’t the 
video game competition; it’s social- 
izing with new and old friends. 

An hour of Internet access at 
eChannel costs $3 for members 
(membership is $10 per year) and 
$4 for non-members. Internet 
browsing, chatting, email and net- 
worked play are offered. 

“Counter-Strike,” “Battlefield 


Vietnam,” “Unreal Tournament 
2004,” “Halo,” “Call of Duty” and 
“Half-Life 2” are some of more 
than 30 games offered, employee 
Michael Haydon said. 

First-person shooters, where the 
player participates from the per- 
spective of the video game protag- 
onist, dominate the roster of games. 
The most basic competitive form in 
these games is to record the most 
virtual kills. However, most games 
of this genre offer other modes of 
competition, including a digital ver- 
sion of capture the flag. 

“We have primarily popular 
games that are quite new, only the 
most popular games,” Haydon said. 
“There’s a lot of new games that 
come out all of the time. We don’t 
carry a lot of them because it’s not 
practical.” 

Strategy games are also very 
popular with gamers. Michael 
Allen-Hoff is one of those players. 
The Sacramento City College stu- 
dent has regularly visited eChannel 
since owner Simon Lung started 
the business in April of 2003. He 
said he often comes directly from 
work to play the Blizzard 
Entertainment-developed games 
“World of WarCraft” and 
“WarCraft IIT.” 


“T like something that kind of 
challenges the mind,” said Allen- 
Hoff, wearing slacks and a loos- 
ened tie on top of a white dress 
shirt. His sleeves are rolled to the 
elbows for maximum gaming 
maneuverability. “I like a puzzle as 
well as a strategic kind of thing.” 

Not a first-person shooter? 

“That requires quick reflexes,” 
Allen-Hoff said. 

Kevin Magnus, a McClatchy 
High School student, doesn’t claim 
to have the requisite reflexes to 
operate an optical mouse with the 
best of them. Still, he’ll play DICE- 
developed “Battlefield: IT’ occa- 
sionally. 

He comes to eChannel every 
other day to hang out with friends, 


- including Allen-Hoof. 


“Tt’s a place to get away from 
home,” said Magnus, who said he’s 
been at eChannel since it opened.

said. 

The 36-year-old Carnahan hails 
from the Midwest, but he graduated 
from Fairfield High School in 1987. 
He was an athlete and played foot- 
ball. Carnahan said he “wasn’t that 
fast, but he had some moves” on the 
field. 

Carnahan stands just over 6-feet 
tall with a shaved head, muscular 
physique and deep, husky voice. His 
soft, humble demeanor contradicts 
his appearance. 

After spending one year at San 
Francisco State, Carnahan graduat- 
ed from Sacramento State with a 
bachelor’s degree in film studies. He 
chose Sacramento over San 
Francisco because it was close to 
home and he laughingly said, “I got 
tired of driving to San Francisco 
State.” He described the Sac State 
film studies department as “a low 
key program.” Carnahan not only 
enjoyed the campus, but also has 
fond memories one of the profes- 
sors. 

“Roger Vail taught a couple of 
great film courses,” Carnahan said. 
After graduating from college, he 
began working at UPN 31 in 
Sacramento and won Producer of 
the Year at the annual Promax 
Television Convention in Los 
Angeles after only six months work- 
ing at the station. 

Carnahan got his big break into 
the big leagues when he was accept- 
ed into the Sundance Film Festival 
in 1998. His film, “Blood Guts 
Bullets & Octane,” was made for a 
mere $8,000. The film — written, 
directed, produced and starring 
Carnahan — was shot in 13 days, 
over a six-month period, using 
16mm film and included no music. 

Carnahan worked on it using all 
of his free time and as much free 
equipment from the television sta- 
tion as possible. He says his drive 
and ambition stem from what was a

punch someone else’s clock.” 

Next Wave Films purchased the 
movie, added music, changed to 
35mm film and again sold the 
movie off to Lion’s Gate Films. 

Carnahan is a now an estab- 
lished writer and director. He has 
several projects in the works, 
including “Pride and Glory” and 
“Killing Pablo.” - 

He has no problem getting big 
names to flock to his films. Ray 
Liotta headlined his 2002 film 
“Narc,” while Ben Affleck, Andy 


Garcia, Ryan Reynolds and Alicia 
Keys were cast for “Smokin’ Aces.” 
He responds humbly to his success 
in acquiring A-list actors. 

“For whatever reason, I have a 
pretty descent reputation,” 
Carnahan said. “I’m not a dictator or 
tyrannical and I think those are 
things people seek out.” 

The flourishing director has not 
forgotten where he came from and 
those who have faithfully stood by 
him. He brought his newest film to 
Lake Tahoe because he says that it 


has been “criminally underused” by 
the film industry and it is one of his 
favorite destinations. He has also 
hired a local casting company, 
Forcier Casting, to fill a couple of 
roles in the movie. 

Not only has Carnahan used 
local companies, but one local, 
Chris Holley, has landed the role of 
a lifetime in “Smokin’ Aces.” 
Carnahan noticed Holley while 
working as a bouncer at a 
Sacramento club. Holley said one 
night Carnahan came to the club, 


looked at him and said, “You look 
like a character I wrote about.” Now 
he plays the character “Beanie” in 
the movie. 

Carnahan suggested persever- 
ance to anyone interested in the 
movie industry. 

“Be persistent above all else and 
dedicate yourself to succeeding,” 
Carnahan said. “Don’t treat your 
passion as a hobby.”

one-on-one fighting games “Street Fighter 
Il”:and “Mortal Kombat.” 

‘The industry is dwindling. According to 
an, annual survey by trade magazine, 
Vending Times, released in September, 
arcade game revenue dropped from the 
1994 total of $2.1 billion to $866 million last 
year. In addition, the number of machines 
dropped from 860,000 to 330,000. Social 
gamers are on the move. — 

‘Haydon said that when eChannel opened 
it was a popular place for McClatchy stu- 
dents to hang out after school. Now, he said, 
the average customer ranges from 18 to 24 
years old. 

“The thing is that (teenagers) just can’t 
support their habit,” said Haydon, who esti- 
mated that eChannel serves over 100 users 
per day. “They don’t have the money,

Cyber cafés are criticized for many of 
the same reasons that arcades were a decade 
before. Games content is often violent and

Allen-Hoff said he became good 
friends with Magnus, in spite of a five-year 
age difference, through co-operative gam- 
ing. 

“He stays late, I give him a ride home,
